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BUND DAVE BEARS UP TO MARATHON TASK OF FINDING FIGURES

IT’S the bear necessities as Blind Dave 
Heeley takes on a race with a difference in 
aid of charity. 

The marathon man will be running 
Sandwell’s Big Sleuth project, which sees 
a collection of colourful creations dotted 
around the borough as part of an art trial. 

Dave will also be joined by his running 
partner Tony Ellis, as they set off the light¬ 
hearted mission amidst their current 24 
Great Runs challenge continuing through¬ 
out this year. 

The bear figurines have been created 
as part of a 10-week project called the Big 
Sleuth, which aims to raise money for Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Hospital. 

“If you go down to the woods today you’re 


sure of a big surprise...”, Dave laughed. 
“There will be me and Tony doing The Big 
Sleuth trail and its all in aid of Birming¬ 
ham’s Children Hospital, which is brilliant. 

“I was contacted by the council and they 
explained they had these six bears around 
Sandwell, with three in West Bromwich. 

“We’ll be starting at Warley Woods and 
then going on to Bearwood, Oldbury and 
finishing up with a celebration outside Cen¬ 
tral Sixth in West Brom. It’s just great - a 
really good cause and something that pro¬ 
motes the area well too,” Dave added. 

The bears are across Birmingham, includ¬ 
ing three in Bearwood and three in West 
Bromwich. It follows the Big Hoot trail in 
2015 when owl figurines were put in place. 


One of the figures, called Bussy Bear, dec¬ 
orated as a driver, has been installed near 
Bearwood Clock Tower. 

Another one, Bear-Have Like a Girl, 
painted as a skater, will be at Lightwoods 
Park, while a third, Bentley The Bearwood 
Bear will be at Warley Woods. 

In West Bromwich, Bearolution will be 
in High Street, Uncle B, outside the visi¬ 
tor centre at Sandwell Valley Park Farm, 
and Picnic Time For Teddy Bears, near 
Sandwell College sixth form building.

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Charity car park move set to boost town’s fortunes 


JUST THE TICKET 
TO REVAMP SITE 


AN eyesore site has been given a new lease 
of life as the region’s first charity car park. 

The Farley Centre car park just off the ringway in 
West Bromwich has been taken over by Sheffield-based 
Bank Park Management. The firm will give 2.5 per cent 
of all ticket revenue to The British Heart Foundation. 

It comes as the shopping complex which the car park serves was 
recently sold for more than £1 million. However, over the past year 


the area has fallen into a state < 
gruntled. Bosses now hope it will 
attract more shoppers to the site 
and new tenants in the currently 
empty buildings. 

Ashley Kelley, managing direc¬ 
tor of Bank Park Management, 
said it would come as part of a 
regeneration programme for the 
area. He said: “We are delighted 
to have been given the opportu¬ 
nity to bring our style of parking 
to West Bromwich. 

Attendant 

“We give 2.5 per cent of gross 
revenue to charity and the hope 
is that it will really help the Brit¬ 
ish Heart Foundation who have a 
furniture store based on the site. 

“We will be installing charity 
bins, new sign posting and also 
our onsite parking attendant 
means that there will no longer 
be litter problems. We want to be

the best car park for shoppers in 
West Bromwich.” A spokesper¬ 
son for Bank Park Management 
added: “We hope that it will re¬ 
generate that area and bring a 
sense of goodwill to shoppers 
who will be donating to charity 
too.” 

The car park has 350 spaces 
and offers the same hourly rate 
of 40p per hour in line with au¬ 
thority fees and is free on a Sun¬ 
day. The car park has 350 spaces. 

In December 2015 it was taken 
over by Sandwell Council as the 
head leaseholder for the Farley 
Centre went into receivership 
six months earlier. The site had 
been blighted by rubbish since 
Morrison’s shut in March 2015.

Trouble-magnet 
pub homes hope 

A LANDMARK pub which has been the 
target of anti-social-behaviour and ar¬ 
sonists could make way for new hous¬ 
ing under plans. 

The former Cottage Inn located in 
Hobs Road, Wednesbury, was once 
considered a ‘garden pub’ but fell into 
disrepair and has stood empty for 10 
years. But now new owners have taken 
over the property and there are plans 
to turn the site into apartments. 

The move has been welcomed by 
ward councillors, who led a campaign 
calling for the site to be cleared up. 

Wednesbury North councillor Peter 
Hughes, said: “I think the sooner they 
put the spade in the ground and get it 
off the ground, the better. 

“It has been such a detriment to the 
local community.” 

A planning application has been 
submitted to Sandwell Council to de¬ 
molish the current property and build 
apartments in its place, said Councillor 
Hughes. 

A Sandwell Council report said own¬ 
ership of the property has ‘very recently 
changed hands’.

Sea of Sandwell colour 


a touch of colour at open spaces 


A SEA of colourful wildflowers is spring¬ 
ing up at open spaces and grass verges 
across Sandwell. 

Five sites have been sown with a mix 
of wildflowers, creating a stunning mul¬ 
ti-coloured display - brightening up the 
area and attracting bees and butterflies. 

The flowers not only look pretty and 
benefit local wildlife, they reduce the 
need for strimming, mowing and pesti¬ 
cides - saving time and money. 

Three of the sites - Ashes Road open 
space in Oldbury, Sandy Lane open 
space in Friar Park and Balls Hill Park 
in West Bromwich - have had new bol¬ 


lards recently installed following unau¬ 
thorised encampments. 

The flowers have been grown around 
the base of the bollards to add a splash 
of colour, encouraging insects and re¬ 
ducing the need for strimming. 

The verges on Brandon Way in West 
Bromwich have also been seeded, as has 
the Owen Street island in Tipton where 
a large conifer tree came down in high 
winds earlier this year. 

Just last week, The Wildlife Trust 
for Birmingham and the Black Country 
named the A41 in West Bromwich the 
best for bees thanks to rare bee orchids 


and other plants growing there. This is 
down to the council changing when the 
mowing is done to allow the rare flowers 
to grow. 

Sandwell CounciTs cabinet member 
for highways Councillor David Hosell 
said: “We have had so much feedback 
from residents about the wildflowers - 
they have gone down incredibly well. 

“They really are stunning to look at 
and they are attracting all sorts of bees, 
butterflies and insects. We’re now look¬ 
ing at other places we can use the wild¬ 
flowers - and the beauty of them is, they 
will now re-seed for years to come.” 


Infected pressure sore 
led to widow's death 


AN elderly woman died in hospi¬ 
tal after a pressure sore became 
infected, an inquest heard. 

Sylvia Lawrence-Holder, of Smeth¬ 
wick, died aged 75 at Birmingham 
City Hospital on April 10. 

The widow from Astbury Avenue, died 
because of problems with a pressure sore 
that went as deep as the bone. 

The inquest, held at Jack Judge House, 
Oldbury, heard from the consultant that 
saw her, the registered nurse that treated 
her and the district nurse who was one of a 
team who cared for her at her home. 

Ms Lawrence-Holder suffered from a se¬ 
ries of pressure sores that got worse over 
time following a broken ankle that affected 
her mobility. The worst was a ‘grade four’ 
pressure sore on her sacrum - her lower 
back - which went through to her bone and 
became badly infected. 

Delivering a brief narrative conclusion, 
Black Country coroner Mr Zafar Siddique 
said: “The cause of death was sepsis due to 
a pressure sore which caused osteomyelitis 
and which, due to her frailty, she did not 
have the immunity to fight off.” 

Concerned 

The inquest heard of issues raised by 
the pensioner’s loved ones about the care 
she received. Ms Lawrence-Holder’s family 
had been concerned over a delay in nursing 
staff finding a vein to fit a tube to admin¬ 
ister antibiotics. They were also concerned 
about the pensioner being discharged from 
hospital with the sores. 

These concerns were addressed by expert 
in geriatric medicine, Dr Golam Yahia, who 
said: “Ms Lawrence-Holder had hyperten¬ 
sion and low blood pressure. Effectively, 
her veins had collapsed meaning that even 
when staff got a line in, her veins were so 
weak that it could have closed up.” 

Lesley McDonagh, registered nurse, 
said: “It is not unusual for someone with 
a grade four sore to be discharged with the 
care in place to support the healing of that 
wound.” 


Charity walk in a roundabout way

FRIENDS and family came togeth¬ 
er to walk five miles for a seriously 
ill child. 

Cheerful Maddison Seeney, aged 
seven, led the way on the walk from 
her house in Hateley Heath, West 
Bromwich, to a traffic island which 
has been adopted for her and is 
now called ‘Maddison’s Garden’. 

Sandwell Council has agreed to 
the change, with the island now 
featuring an assortment of plants, 
lights and Maddison’s favourite 
miniature windmills. 

Everyone on the walk had to 


wear an item of pink at Maddison’s 
insistence and a collection of bal¬ 
loons were released as she arrived 
at the island. 

The youngster, who undergoes 
chemotherapy on a weekly basis, 
told her mother she loved her day. 

Cherrie Seeney, aged 39, said: 
“It went really well, she said loved 
it and she loves her little garden. 
She had to do most of it in a wheel¬ 
chair but Maddie still enjoyed her 
day out.” Four years ago Maddison 
was first diagnosed with a small 
non-cancerous tumour and after 


18 months of chemotherapy the tu¬ 
mour decreased but damaged the 
vision in her left eye in the process. 

Last December, Maddison 
started having seizures, which on 
one particular occasion left her un¬ 
able to breath for several minutes. 

Following tests revealed white 
sections on the brain consistent 
with having a stroke and they also 
revealed a small tumour was pres¬ 
ent. The tumour grew more than 
10 times it’s original size, leaving 
Maddison needing a biopsy in Feb¬ 
ruary earlier this year. 


Bus lane 
generates 
£lm fines 
in 6 months 

NEARLY £1 million has been made in 
fines from a bus lane in West Bromwich 
town centre in just six months. 

Around 50,000 fines have been issued 
to drivers who have ignored warnings 
not to use the bus zone in New Street. 

Thousands of motorists have contin¬ 
ued to flout the rules by cutting through 
the pedestrianised zone, despite signage 
and warnings from council bosses. 

The cameras were switched on in De¬ 
cember and in just six months to the end 
of June, a total of 48,755 fines handed 
out, bringing in a huge £944,832 into 
Sandwell Council’s coffers. 

Drivers who cut through the bus lane, 
outside New Square shopping centre and 
Sandwell College’s Sixth Form Centre, 
face fines of up to £90. 

Only buses, Hackney carriage taxis 
and cyclists are allowed to pass through. 
Initial fines are £60, but if paid within 
14 days the total will be reduced to £30. 

After the 14-day period the charge will 
stay at £60 and if it has still not been 
paid within 28 days it will rise to £90. 

Council chiefs decided to act after tens 
of thousands of drivers routinely ignored 
restrictions by driving through the bus 
zone, which was said to be holding up 
buses in the town centre. 

Despite the high number of fines, 
the council’s highways boss Councillor 
David Hosell insisted indiscretions were 
gradually beginning to fall. 

Councillor Hosell said: “The amount 
of fines following the introduction of the 
new regulations reflects the very high 
incidences of misuse of the bus lane in 
those early days. I am now very pleased 
that there is now a marked reduction in 
the amount of penalty notices.”

A GRADUATE from Birmingham City 
University has been announced as one 
of the lead roles in a new Channel 4 
comedy from the producers of Father 
Ted. 

Nicola Coughlan stars in Derry Girls, 
which is currently filming on location in 
Northern Ireland. The series was writ¬ 
ten by Lisa McGee, who has used her 
own experiences to create a candid fam¬ 
ily comedy set against the backdrop of 
The Troubles in the early 1990s. 

The comedy centres around 16-year- 
old Erin Quinn who lives with her un¬ 
compromising mother, long-suffering 
father and the fearsome granda Joe. 

Nicola plays the role of Erin’s best 
friend, Clare Devlin, who is described as 
clever, ambitious and - when faced with 
school principal Sister Michael - an en¬ 
thusiastic grass. Originally from Galway 
in the west of Ireland, Nicola graduated 
from Birmingham School of Acting, part 
of Birmingham City University, in 2011.

Care home plan 
could be refused 

PLANS to build an 80-bedroom care 
home on a former industrial site have 
been recommended for refusal due to 
concerns over use of green belt land. 

Restful Homes Developments has 
submitted plans to Walsall Council 
planning chiefs to build the care home 
off Chester Road, near Walsall Wood. 

The application was to build an 80- 
bed home on the site. However, coun¬ 
cil planning officers recommended 
refusal ahead of a meeting this week. 

A statement from planning officers 
reads: “Whilst there may be a short¬ 
age of dementia care facilities in the 
borough and the proposal would cre¬ 
ate both temporary and permanent 
jobs, these factors are considered not 
sufficient to represent very special cir¬ 
cumstances to outweigh the harm to 
the green belt.” 

Councillor Gary Clarke, who repre¬ 
sents the Aldridge North and Walsall 
Wood ward, said: “I am all for appli¬ 
cations that would harm our green 
belt being refused. It is something I 
believe in very strongly.”

Funding secured for 
£4m school expansion 


A £4 MILLION secondary school ex¬ 
pansion will go ahead after funding 
for the project was secured. 

Dozens of new school places will be cre¬ 
ated at George Salter Academy in West 
Bromwich to help meet the high level of 
demand. 

A new building will be created at the Davey 
Road site, which is expected to include eight 
classrooms. 

The project will also see some existing class¬ 
rooms refurbished and allow the school to cre¬ 
ate more specialist provision such as art and 
design and technology rooms. 

The expansion will mean an extra 50 places 
each year for Year 7, meaning the number of 
pupils at the school will gradually increase to 
250 in each year group. 

Headteacher Pank Patel said the expansion 
was badly needed, with the school struggling 
to meet demand. The first batch of new places 
are due to be available for 2019/20, with work 
on the new building expected to start next year. 

Mr Patel said: “I’m really pleased. The 
school is very much in demand and is heavily 
over-subscribed. 

Positive 

“It means we will be able to offer the commu¬ 
nity we serve more places in the school. 

“We had around 600 applications for 200 
places last year so it is very much welcome. 

“It follows on from our ‘good’ Ofsted so is 
massive for us. The school is on the up, this is 
a really positive thing for us.” 

George Salter is one of several secondary 
schools in Sandwell which are due to be re¬ 
vamped. 

Nearly £11 million is to be spent on expand¬ 
ing schools and building a new one to meet the 
increasing demand on places. 

A total of 1,495 places will be made available 
by expanding three existing schools, including 
George Salter, a creating a new site at Ken¬ 
drick Way in West Bromwich. 

Sandwell Council has identified that an extra 
3,500 places are needed by 2025, due to a rap¬ 
idly rising population, accelerated over recent 
years by increased migration and a baby boom.

A BOSTIN’ weekend is lined 
up as communities come 
together to celebrate Black 
Country Day. 

Tomorrow, Friday, is the official 
Black Country Day but events 
are taking place throughout the 
month of July to mark the occa¬ 
sion. 

The day always falls on July 14, to 
mark the anniversary of the invention 
of the Newcomen Engine - the first to 
harness the power of steam. 

But the event has proved so popular 
that is has now become a month-long 
series of events and it is backed by all 
four Black Country councils - Dud¬ 
ley, Sandwell, Wolverhampton and 
Walsall. 

A VIP guest helped kick off the 
activities at the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum at the weekend - the 
man credited with creating the Black 
Country. 

Lord William Ward, the 1st Earl of 
Dudley, brought the industrial revo¬ 
lution to the area, opening mines and 
furnaces in Dudley and Bilston, em¬ 
ploying hundreds of men. 

Opposite 

He opened an asylum for workers 
who had been blinded, before it was 
turned into the Guest Hospital, which 
was situated opposite the museum in 
Dudley. 

Lord Ward, played by Nigel West- 
wood-Burgess, was at the Black Coun¬ 
try Living Museum on Saturday along 
with his wife, Countess of Dudley, 
Lady Georgina, alias Michelle Darby. 

At the museum over the weekend 
Black Country trail was held to take 
visitors around the attractions as well 
as meeting some its characters. 

The event, called the Black Coun¬ 
try Weekend, was a taster for Black 
Country Day. Also over the weekend 
was Street Food Affair in Stourbridge 
on Friday night followed by fun days 
at Netherton Park and Upper Gornal. 

Mr Westwood-Burgess said: “I 
think it is important to celebrate the 
day because it is a time of great inven¬ 
tion and industry for this area. It is so 
rich in heritage I think we should tell 
everyone about it and be proud of it.” 

He added: “Without Lord Ward we 
would not have had the industrial rev¬ 
olution in this year. He started most 
of the mines and furnaces - without 
him there would not have been a red 
sky at night.” 

The museum’s poet in residence, 
Dave Reeves ran a workshop out¬ 
side the Women’s Institute where 
he turned people’s descriptions of 
the area into rhymes and verses in 
the Black Country dialect. One read 


‘hard work from money to light, the 
smell of beer and cod, a scratchin’s 
not something you to an itch, a crusty 
cob’s not a swan it’s a roll’. He said: 
“We should celebrate our dialect, it is 
something to be proud of.” 

The showpiece event of the festi¬ 
val is a comedy show with TV’s Ross 
Noble headlining at Brierley Hill Civic 


Hall tomorrow (Friday). The support¬ 
ing acts on the night are all from the 
Black Country. There is also a Black 
Country Variety Night taking place 
at Great Bridge library tomorrow in¬ 
cluding comedy, music and poetry. 

Dudley and Old Hill will be throw¬ 
ing fun days on Saturday as part of 
the festival while the Wolverhamp¬ 


ton Fiesta will be held at West Park 
all weekend. The Old Post Office in 
Wednesbury has live music all day on 
Saturday. 

Last week an information centre 
was officially launched at Merry Hill 
shopping centre to promote the re¬ 
gion’s tourism. 

Located near the bus station, the 
Black Country Hub was opened by 
the Black Country Arts Council and 
dignitaries from Dudley Council and 
Dudley South MP Mike Wood.

Policeman 
stabbed by 
drug addict 
with needle 

A POLICE officer was stabbed with a 
needle by a shoplifter he was attempt¬ 
ing to arrest, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

He was stabbed in the shoulder by 
Steven Pegler, a heroin addict and 
hepatitis C carrier. 

PC Ian Mountford confronted 
Pegler at the One Stop on Bloxwich 
Road North on June 5. He had been 
attempting to steal food from the 
shop. Pc Mountford must now await 
tests for hepatitis and HIV, the court 
heard. 

Drug addict Pegler, 34, of Merrick 
Road, Wednesfield, threatened to stab 
the police officer and then ran to¬ 
wards him and thrust the needle into 
his shoulder. 

Pegler admitted assault occasioning 
actual bodily harm and possessing a 
bladed article and theft. He was given 
a two year sentence for assault, eight 
months for possessing a bladed arti¬ 
cle, to run concurrently and a two- 
month consecutive sentence for theft. 

The court heard that the officer 
has been having treatment for HIV 
and hepatitis C since the attack, but 
will not know if he has HIV for an¬ 
other two weeks. He will find out in 
six months if he is clear of hepatitis C. 

Prosecutor Mr Howard Searle said: 
the officer haf been left with physical 
and psychological issues as a result. 

His relationship with his wife and 
children has suffered, he is worried 
about passing anything on to them.” 

Pegler has a long criminal history, 
with 127 convictions. He has been ad¬ 
dicted to heroin since he was 16, the 
court was told. 

Defending, Mr Simon Worlock said: 
“He knows that his actions were un¬ 
acceptable.” 

Crews called to 
beauty spot fire 

ARSONISTS started two large grass 
fires at a nature attraction over the 
weekend. 

Firefighters from Wolverhampton 
were called to the blazes at Sedgley 
Beacon on Saturday at 5pm, before 
returning again the following day at 
2.30pm. 

The fires were both covering an 
area 1,000 sq metres and were on the 
embankment toward to the reservoir 
at the site. Water hose reels were 
used to put out the flames on both 
occasions. 

Dudley Council manages the site. 
Friends of Sedgley Beacon preserve 
both the area and the Beacon Tower, 
built in 1846 for astronomy. 

Chairman Tony Cowell said: “We 
don’t get too much trouble with grass 
fires, but it does happen.”

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Warning on 
steroids in 
some herbal 
skin creams 

SKIN experts from City Hospital have 
warned about the dangers of using 
unlabelled herbal ‘miracle creams’ 
after super-potent steroids were de¬ 
tected in samples of several products. 

Dr Donna Thompson, consultant 
dermatologist and head of department 
at the Birmingham Skin Centre, re¬ 
vealed the shocking findings after car¬ 
rying research on 11 samples obtained 
from patients. 

They discovered steroids, includ¬ 
ing the prescription-only ingredient 
clobetasol propionate, were found in 
seven of the 11 samples which were 
largely being used to treat chronic 
skin conditions such as eczema or pso¬ 
riasis particularly in children. 

Researchers used a highly sensitive 
and specific technology to detect drugs 
and other chemicals to a high degree 
of accuracy. Their findings were pre¬ 
sented at the British Association of 
Dermatologists’ annual conference 
on July 4. 

Dr Thompson said: “The results of 
our tests were quite shocking, a num¬ 
ber of these so-called herbal ‘miracle 
creams’ in fact contained super-po¬ 
tent steroids, which could have signif¬ 
icant adverse health implications for 
users, particularly if they are being 
used on a regular basis. 

“People have the right to know 
what ingredients are present in the 
treatments they are using and public 
awareness should be raised. If you no¬ 
tice that a cream you are using does 
not list ingredients, then I would 
strongly urge you not to use it on 
yourself or on your children.” 

Man locked up for 
liquid meth’ haul 

A MAN who attempted to smuggle 10 
kilos of liquid methamphetamine dis¬ 
guised as ‘holy water’ into the UK via 
Heathrow Airport has been jailed. 

Faisal Mahmood, aged 41, of St Ag¬ 
atha’s Road, Birmingham, was sen¬ 
tenced to four years imprisonment 
when he appeared at Isleworth Crown 
Court on Friday. 

He had initially denied attempting 
to import a Class A drug at an earlier 
hearing but changed his plea to guilty. 
Mahmood, a Pakistani national, was 
stopped by Border Force officers at 
about 5pm on October 21 last year 
when he arrived at Terminal 3 on a 
flight from Karachi. 

During a search of his baggage Bor¬ 
der Force officers found a large plastic 
container. Mahmood claimed this liq¬ 
uid to be ‘Holy Water’. Subsequent fo¬ 
rensic analysis of the liquid revealed it 
to contain 9.82 kilos of methamphet¬ 
amine, known as liquid meth, sus¬ 
pended in solution. The drugs had an 
estimated street value of £1.5 million.

Don't feed the pigeons, 
it might cost you £75 


PEOPLE could be hit with fines of 
up to £75 for feeding pigeons in 
three towns, after the birds were 
branded a ‘risk to public health’. 

Sandwell Council has warned people 
not to feed the birds, or risk being hit in 
their pockets. 

New signs have gone up in West Bromwich 
town centre urging people not to feed pigeons, 
with Smethwick and Wednesbury set to follow 
suit. 

People have also been warned they could be 
fined £75 for littering for leaving food. 

Councillors said the implementation of the 
signs follows ‘concerns about the number of 
pigeons in the town centre - and the problems 
infestations cause’. 

Sandwell Council and West Bromwich Busi¬ 
ness Improvement District (BID) chiefs said 
they are worried about the ‘potential damage 
to buildings, nuisance for shoppers and busi¬ 
nesses and risks to public health’. 

Nuisance 

Councillor Elaine Costigan, cabinet member 
for public health and protection, said: “We urge 
people not to feed pigeons in our town centres. 

“Council wardens are patrolling ‘hot spots’ 
to educate people on the nuisance, health risks 
and damage that feeding pigeons cause. 

“Signs will also go up soon in areas of Smeth¬ 
wick and Wednesbury town centres, where con¬ 
cerns have been raised.” Among the problems 
associated with pigeon infestations highlighted 
by the councillors are droppings being acidic, 
corroding stonework, metal and paint. 

Droppings, nesting materials, feathers and 
dead birds can also block air vents, drains and 
gutters, which can lead to further damage and 
flooding. The council says droppings and food 
left for pigeons are unsightly and cause foot¬ 
paths to become slippery and dangerous. 

And uneaten food also attracts rats, which 
contaminate food with their droppings and 
cause damage to buildings and electrical wir¬ 
ing by gnawing. 

Pigeons also carry mites, which can cause 
skin disease and dust from their feathers can 
cause respiratory problems in work situations.

Losing my 
religion, to 
get out of 
assembly? 

WHAT is it with youngsters today? Rhi- 
annon Shipton and Lily McAllister-Sutton 
are two 15-year-old schoolgirls - I refuse 
to call them ‘students’ - from Cardiff. And 
they have found themselves in the news 
over the past few weeks for launching a 
petition which says that religious worship 
in schools infringes their human rights. 
Basically, they want to bunk off assembly. 

Of course, they are not actually obliged 
to attend assembly, their parents can ask 
the school for them to opt out. But that 
would be too conciliatory. It’s the princi¬ 
ple, innit? 

Needless to say, the politicians, all des¬ 
perate to be “down wiv da kids” at the 
moment, are bending over backwards to 
congratulate the pair. The Welsh Assem¬ 
bly is writing to the education secretary 
asking for their complaint to be consid¬ 
ered. Assembly member Neil McEvoy 
said: “It is really great to see young peo¬ 
ple engage in politics and taking an in¬ 
terest.” 

Well, I’m sorry, but I don’t think it is 
really great at all. In fact, I think it is a 
rather sad. When I was 15, my main pre¬ 
occupations were smuggling hair gel into 
school without my parents finding out, 
daydreaming about girls, and worrying 
about whether Aston Villa would get out 
of the Second Division.

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Parent's joy as nursery facing 
closure saved by council grant 


PARENTS have won their campaign to keep their children’s 
nursery open. Parents were left outraged last week after 
Moorlands Little Learners in West Bromwich said it may not 
be reopening in September. 

It comes after a decision to look at the closure of the nursery, which caters for 
39 children, was announced by the governing body of the school. Now Sandwell 
Council has backed the parents’ campaign to keep it open, by putting £7,200 
forward from a sustainability grant. 

Councillor Simon Hackett, cabinet 
member for children’s services, said: 

“I’m thrilled Moorlands Primary 
School has reversed their decision to 
close their pre-school. With our help 
they will now continue with providing 
this vital service to children. 

“I realise this uncertainty has been 
distressing to parents and carers and 
want to reassure them, that with the 
school, we will make sure there is no 
disruption to the care Little Learners 
provides.

“I want children to have the best 
start in education and will continue to 
support Moorlands Primary School in 
running Little Learners pre-school.” 

The nursery had been based at a mo¬ 
bile unit in Moorlands Primary School, 
in Winchester Road, for around 18 
years before being moved to a church 
hall in recent months. It caters for 29 
children. 

It is hoped that money will also be 
put forward for a new building within 
the school grounds and possible fur¬ 
ther investment later in the academic 
year. 

Kate Roberts, headteacher at Moor¬ 
lands Primary School said: “We are 
delighted that Moorlands Primary 
School will be able to continue to run

Little Learners at the church hall and 
provide 15 hours of pre-school learn¬ 
ing each week. 

“We are working with Sandwell 
Council and have received money 
from their early years team to help us 
to continue to run the pre-school at 
the church until December. 

“We are also working with the coun¬ 
cil to come up with a more permanent 
venue for the pre-school and hope to 
have proposals ready for September.” 

More than 500 signatures were 
gained on a petition to keep the school 
open by parents last week.

Dealer who 
ran from Pc 
is jailed for 
30 months 

POLICE had to smash the wind¬ 
screen of a drug dealer’s Mercedes to 
stop him escaping in the car, a judge 
heard. 

Ismail Khan then tried to run away 
and struggled with the officer who 
caught him after a short chase, during 
which he threw a white parcel into a 
garden, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. 

Almost £1,500 worth of heroin and 
cocaine was found in the discarded 
package, revealed Mr Henry Skudra, 
prosecuting. 

Two mobile phones displaying 
text messages linked to drug dealing 
and £1,240 cash were found in the 
Mercedes, which was stopped by po¬ 
lice at the junction of Green Street 
and Stone Street, in Oldbury, after 
its driver was seen conducting a deal 
with a known drug user on May 12. 

The prosecutor continued: “The 
driver tried to make off after police ap¬ 
proached and was trying to move the 
vehicle until a police officer smashed 
its windscreen with his baton. 

“The driver exited through the pas¬ 
senger side and was seen to throw a 
while package into a back garden be¬ 
fore being detained. 

“He resisted arrested and the officer 
was forced to use his baton again.” 

Mr Mohammed Hafeez, defending, 
said: “He is ashamed of himself. He is 
a registered carer for his aunt but fell 
in with the wrong crowd who intro¬ 
duced him to drugs. When he started 
to run out of money he was asked by 
his dealer to sell drugs on the streets.” 

Khan, aged 23, from Vicarage 
Street, Oldbury pleaded guilty to pos¬ 
session of heroin and cocaine with in¬ 
tent to supply and obstructing a police 
constable and was jailed for two and 
a half years by Recorder Jason Mac¬ 
adam.

Whitehall 
hits back 
at claims 
over crime

THE Government has hit back over claims 
that police under funding is responsible for a 
spike in crime in the West Midlands, insisting 
that the region’s force has the resources it 
needs to get the job done. 

Crime has rocketed by eight per cent in the West 
Midlands over the last year, which senior officers 
and the region’s police and crime commissioner 
(PCC) attribute largely to continued budget cuts 
from central government. 

But the Home Office says it has protected police spend¬ 
ing, with West Midlands Police receiving £1.6 million more 
direct resource funding this year than it did in 2015-16. 

The claims have been branded ‘disturbingly misleading’ 
by West Midlands PCC David Jamieson, who says that in 
real terms the force has lost £145m since 2010. 

A Home Office spokesman said that decisions on where 
to deploy resources ‘are a matter for chief constables and 
police and crime commissioners’, adding that ‘police forces 
continue to have the resources they need to do their im¬ 
portant work’. The spokesman added: “The Government 
has protected overall police spending in real terms since 
Spending Review 2015 and this year West Midlands Police 
is receiving £1.6m more direct resource funding than in 
2015-16. In light of the recent, appalling terrorist attacks 
we are engaging with the police about the demands they 
are currently facing to ensure they continue to have the 
resources they need to keep us safe.” 

Mr Jamieson said the Home Office was ‘alarmingly out 
of touch’ and accused the Government of using ‘disturb¬ 
ingly misleading’ figures. He said it was an ‘indisputable 
fact’ that WMP received £6m less in Government funding 
this year than last. “As a former teacher of mathematics I 
would have been very disappointed if any of my year sevens 
made an error with that sum, let alone the Government,” 
he added. There is a big difference between money that 
the Home Office distributes to local police forces - which is 
most definitely falling - and money that is raised through 
council tax that has had to be increased locally to plug the 
gap in falling central payments.”

The Bradbury House 
Day Hospice closed in March following 
a reorganisation of ‘end of life’ care at 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust. 

The site, on Wolverhampton Road in 
Oldbury, is now being offered for sale 
through property agents SDL Bigwood. 

James Carver, of SDL Bigwood, said: 
“This is a building where those terminally 
ill were cared for with love and dedication. 
It brought succour and support to patients 
and their relatives, but is now set to enter 
a new phase in its development. 

“This is a rare opportunity to acquire a 
substantial property in an excellent and 
prominent location.” With a gross internal 
area of 3,927 sq ft, it is situated between 
the junctions of Pound Road and Brand- 
hall Road. 


Dumped bricks 
£500 fine issued 


A MAN caught dumping bricks on a street 
has been fined £500 and ordered to pay court 
costs of £900. 

Robert Slater, aged 22, of Regent Street, 
Bilston, admitted being the driver of a car 
which a passer-by spotted being used to fly- 
tip in Wolverhampton. 

At Wolverhampton Magistrates Court last 
Thursday he pleaded guilty to failing to com¬ 
ply with the requirements of an Environment 
Act notice. 

The court heard that between 30 or 40 
bricks were seen being dumped in Cable 
Street, All Saints, on May 6 last year. 

A member of the public recorded the regis¬ 
tration plate of the red Volkswagen car Slater 
was driving and reported it to the council.

Revealed: images of 
one man's Boer war 


THEY are haunting images of 
the Boer War, all found in a 
fascinating time capsule put 
together by a former service¬ 
man from the West Midlands. 

The pictures, which have never 
been seen by the public before and 
include photographs of bodies on 
the battlefield, were discovered in 
a time capsule created by Robert 
Oliver. 

They also show the funeral of a 
British serviceman together with the 
aftermath of the destruction caused 
by battle. 

Mr Oliver fought in the conflict, 
which started in 1899 and ended in 
1902, and was awarded the Queen’s 
medal for South Africa after fight¬ 
ing in Cape Colony, the Orange Free 
State, the Transvaal and South Africa 
in 1901 and 1902. 

After leaving the army he moved 
to Staffordshire, where he joined the 
county’s police force. 

His capsule of memorabilia, which

was discovered in a house in Derby, 
also includes medals, hats and gloves 
will now be sold by auctioneer Charles 
Hanson 

Mr Oliver’s collection forms part of 
a Militaria sale, which will be held on 
July 25 and could fetch up to £1,000. 

Mr Hanson said: “The collection is 
quite remarkable since it contains two 
pairs of original kid gloves, spurs, an 
ammunition bandolier, caps and hats, 
Queens and Kings South African med¬ 
als. 

“It also contains a glazed portrait 
of Robert Oliver, a photo album of un¬ 
published personal photos of the war, 
a powder flask, cap badges, an original 
South African feathered headdress, a 
cartridge belt and other items. 

“It really is quite an archive. We 
know from the family that Robert Ol¬ 
iver was quite a rogue in his youth. At 
the age of 16, he ran away, ending up 


on a ship to Canada where he found 
work as a lumberjack. He later joined 
Staffordshire Police and our client’s 
memory of him was that he was funny 
but firm and strict. Later in life he 
became a landlord, owning the Devon¬ 
shire pub in Hartington. 

“The photographs, never seen pub¬ 
licly before, comprise amazing images 
of a war which took a horrific number 
of lives. 

“They include pictures of a Boer 
War dog, an observation balloon at La¬ 
dysmith and General Buller. There are 
also images of Boers and their homes, 
together with graphic images record¬ 
ing the harsh reality, and true horror, 
of war - something the Victorian press 
did not portray at the time, as the 
British Empire was deemed undefeat- 
able. Britain went into the Boer War 
over-confident and under-prepared. 
The Boers were well armed and these 
guerrilla fighters carried out surprise 
attacks on the British, as, without 
uniforms, they blended easily into the 
farmlands which also provided hiding 
places for supplies and horses.”

“Suddenly, all the problems with my

the infection was still in the roots of my 
teeth. I thought it had gone, but it hadn’t.” 

In less than a decade, Roy had lost more 
than 16 teeth and his diet had changed

Pupils warn speeders of 
dangers in ‘kids court’ 


“HOW would you feel if you killed one 
of us?” That is one of the hard-hitting 
questions pupils put to drivers who 
were caught speeding outside their 
school - which were filmed as part of 
a a ‘Bohemian Rhapsody’-style video.

They posed a series of tough ques¬ 
tions, including ‘did anything distract 
you that made you drive above the 
limit?’ and ‘how would you feel if you 
killed one of us?’ 

One driver who went before the 
pupils said: “Speaking to the kids 
was an eye opener and it made me 
feel guilty,” while another added: “It 
made me feel, gutted, horrible. I have 
children the same age, what if it was 
one of them?” 

A third motorist said: “All schools 
should do it.” 

The project is part of the launch 
of Sandwell’s new Road Safety Part¬ 
nership, which sees Sandwell Council 
work with West Midlands Police and 
West Midlands Fire Service.

David Hosell said: “The children 
spoke to the speeding drivers to make 
them realise the impact and conse¬ 
quences that driving over the speed 
limit can have on children and the 
community. W believe from our re¬ 
search and findings from other local 
authorities that it is a very powerful 
and effective tool in our aim to change 
behaviours.” 

Police officers monitored traffic 
speeds outside the school in Windmill 
Lane last uesday. Erlier speed-checks 
had found 85 per cent of drivers were 
travelling at 28.7mph in the 20mph 
zone.

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Driver jailed 
for death of 
elderly man 
in accident

A DRIVER has been jailed for more than two 
years for causing the death of a pensioner. 

Ellis Davenport would have turned 90 at the 
weekend. Mr Davenport’s family paid tribute to 
their ‘beloved grandfather’ following the sentencing 
of his killer. 

Mustaffa Amir El Akad, from Tipton, was sentenced to 
28 months imprisonment and banned from driving for six 
years and two months for causing death by dangerous driv¬ 
ing. 

Mr Davenport, from Whitchurch, was involved in the 
accident with the 28-year-old on 
Whitchurch Road, Newhall, Comber- 
mere, on November 3 last year. 

Following the sentencing, Carol 
Hopwood, a serious injury specialist at 
Slater and Gordon Solicitors who rep¬ 
resents Mr Davenport’s family said: 
“No sentence would bring Mr Dav¬ 
enport back but we are grateful that 
the court has reflected the severity of 
the crime in jailing Mustaffa Amir El 
Akad. 

“As a result of his dangerous driv¬ 
ing, a family has been robbed of a be¬ 
loved father, grandfather and great 
grandfather. Mr Davenport’s beloved 
great granddaughter was only two years old when he was 
killed and will grow up not knowing him. 

“Ellis Vernon Davenport, who was better known as 
‘Monty’, enjoyed an active retirement walking the family 
dog and spending time with his family. 

Bittersweet 

“He has missed out on seeing two of his grandsons mariy 
this year.Indeed, before he was killed he was arranging his 
first passport to go to Spain for one of the weddings - a 
bittersweet trip his whole family had to make without him. 

“Mr Davenport’s family have been concerned that, as he 
was a man of 89-years-old, members of the public would 
assume he was the one who was at fault and should not 
have been on the road. This was definitely not the case. 

He was a conscientious driver whose life was tragically 
cut short by the reckless act of a stranger. 

“Mr Davenport’s family wants to urge drivers to be more 
careful on the roads and remember that just one bad deci¬ 
sion can be fatal.” El Akad, was sentenced on Friday at a 
hearing at Chester Crown Court.

SHE was the first female 
Home Secretary in the coun¬ 
try and now Jacqui Smith 
will try and turn around 
Sandwell’s failing child ser¬ 
vices. 

The former MP for Redditch, 
who was infamously embroiled in 
the expenses scandal, has started 
her job as chair of the board of the 
new Sandwell Children’s Social 
Care Trust. 

The Government funded independ¬ 
ent body has taken over the service 
which has been ‘inadequate’ since 
2013 under the control of Sandwell 
Council.

Since losing her seat she has chaired 
the University Hospitals Birmingham 
NHS Foundation Trust and served as 
interim chair at the Heart of England 
NHS Trust. Ms Smith is expected to 
be in her new role for four years de¬ 


claring she felt ‘fortunate’ and ‘hon¬ 
oured’ after applying for the position 
and being chosen. 

She said: “I think it is important to 
be here for a period of time that ena¬ 
bles us to make sure we have got the 
basics right but also the opportunity 
to innovate and think about how we 
might do things differently, how we 
work with our partners, how we sup¬ 
port our social workers to really be 
able to develop their practice and come 
up with interesting ideas that the free¬ 
dom of the trust model will enable us 
to put into place. 

“I was a teacher for a number of 
years and then I was a minister in a 
number of departments including the 
Department for Education but also a 
period of time when I was responsible 
in the Department for Health for chil¬ 


dren’s social care, so I think that some 
of that puts me in good stead. 

“I think the work I do currently 
across the West Midlands in the health 
service, the links that I have got to 
other agencies and public services, all 
of that I hope plus my now lengthy 
experience in developing policy and 
innovating public service, I hope all of 
that is what qualifies me to do the job 
and most of all I am really passionate 
about it. I think it is a really exciting 
opportunity to make a difference to 
the lives of children and families here 
in Sandwell.” 

Council leader Steve Eling, added: “I 
welcome Jacqui Smith’s appointment 
as chair of the trust and look forward 
to working with her as we launch a 
fresh approach for children’s social 
care services in Sandwell.”

Homeless project backed 


THIS is the moment a motor¬ 
ist tried to lure another driver 
into a road race - seconds 
before smashing into another 
car and killing a woman. 

James Mills was doing 70mph as 
he used the busy dual carriageway 
near Merry Hill ‘as a race track’. 

Mills, aged 23, had been on the busy 
Pedmore Road, near Merry Hill, mov¬ 
ing from side to side as if to force over 
the car he had been trying to race and 
undertaking other vehicles. 

One motorist described his black 
Ford Focus, which had been modi¬ 
fied to make it more 
powerful, as hur¬ 
tling past him ‘like a 
rocket’. 

Victim Vijaya Mis- 
try, a 74-year-old 
grandmother had 
been sitting next to 
her husband in their 
Mondeo on Febru- 

James Mills ar Y 3 as he waited to 
turn right into The 
Gateway. She was thrown through the 
passenger window by the impact and 
died of her injuries later in hospital. 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court, 
Mills, from School Road in Brierley 
Hill, was jailed for five years and four 
months for causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving. He was banned from driv¬ 
ing for almost a decade and will have 
to pass an extended re-test in order to 
ever get his licence back. 

Mark Crozier from West Midlands 
Police’s Collision Investigation Unit, 
said: “This is a terribly sad case that 
shows the dangers of driving recklessly 
- even just for a matter of seconds. 

“Mills was essentially using a pub¬ 
lic road as a race track, showed a total 
disregard for other road users.” 


THE Mayor of Dudley has helped 
launch a campaign to tackle homeless¬ 
ness among teenagers.

Everything I do, is 
for a love of music 

H 


e’s been nominated for 
17 Grammy Awards, has 
been inducted into the 
Canadian Music Hall of 
Fame and received a star 
on the Hollywood Walk of 
Fame in 2011. 

Bryan Adams is a multi-platinum rock legend, who rose 
to fame with a string of huge hits in the 1980s including 
Summer of 69, Run to You and Heaven. 

He’s sold more than 100 million records and his 1991 
single, (Everything I Do) I Do It For You remains a UK 
record-breaker, having spent 16 consecutive weeks at 
number one. 

And yet for all of the success that Bryan has enjoyed 
in his 42-year career, he steadfastly refuses to look back. 
Bryan doesn’t bother thinking about what he’s done - he 
thinks about what he’s about to do. 

And this summer that’s involved a series of sell out gigs 
around the UK as part of an open-air tour that has thrilled 
tens of thousands of fans. 

Adams will bring his show to Worcester’s Sixways 
Stadium tonight and fans can look forward to a slew of 
greatest hits. 

He’s looking forward to the show: “I’m delighted to be 
continuing my tour and heading to Worcester. It will give 
me an opportunity to perform tracks from my latest album 
Get Up as well as some of my earlier classics. It’s going to 
be a special show and I hope my fans are able to join me.” 

Get Up helped to revitalise Bryan’s career after he 
worked on the project with ELO mainman-cum-producer, 
Jeff Lynne. It was his 14th studio album and was his first 
recording of new material since 2008’s 11. 

The record was the product of an international record 
experience, with Bryan, Lynne and fellow collaborator Jim 
Vallance emailing one another work. 

Bryan says: “It came together quite organically, song 
by song, working with Jeff producing over the past couple 
of years whenever he had time. It was a great partnership 
as it gave me plenty of time to write the songs, most 
of which are a collaboration with Jim Vallance. We all 
worked primarily over the internet from Canada, Europe 
and LA, sending demos and parts of songs until we got 
it right.” 

Bryan was delighted to work with Lynne, who is one of 
his friends. 

“A friend of mine is also a friend of his. We were just 
talking, and I said, ‘Oh, if you see Jeff, say 
hi from me’. He said, ‘I will’. Then I got a 
message back: ‘Oh, Jeff wants you to call 
him when you get to L.A. sometime.. So I 
called, [then] went up and saw him. 

“Jeff said, ‘Do you wanna cut a track 
sometime?’. I said, ‘Yeah’. 

“He did what I would imagine he 
does in any project that he’s done: 

He sort of becomes a member 
of the band. In this case, on 
the majority of the tracks he 
produced on this album, he 
is the band. I had wanted to 
work with Jeff for a long time. 

When it finally happened I 
was elated.” 

The results were instant 
and Bryan enjoyed making 
the record. He was glad 
that he’d had a long spell 
between records - with only 
a covers album, Tracks of 
My Years, being released 
since 2008. 

Bryan’s manager Bruce 
Allen gives his charge 
plenty of time to come up 
with new ideas. He never 
hassles Bryan and leaves 
him to wait until the spirit 
moves him, before making 
a new record. 

“Well, I’m always making

songs, and what drives you isn’t the past; what drives you 
is the future and what you’re creating next. That’s how I 
think about it. I don’t think about what I’ve done; I think 
about what I’m about to do. 

“I always have to try and find time to write. I’ve been 
working on songs. I have songs on my Bare Bones 
record, I have songs on my Tracks of My Years record. I 
have songs on my Sydney Opera House record. I have 
lots of new songs coming out. Get Up was the first 
M sort of comprehensive [album].” 

The record emerged out of nowhere. Initially, 

Bryan was only planning to record one song. But he 
was so happy with that that he carried on and made 
the whole record. 

When I heard the first track we 
did played back, I thought, ‘Wow, 
we can’t just stop here’. 

I kept asking him to 
do more songs. 

That is how 




the album 
came about. I 
never actually 
said, ‘Hey, can 
you produce my album?’. 
“We did a track together, 
and one by one it grew. I would 
say, ‘Wanna do another 
track?’ He always said, 
‘Well, I’ve got my album 
to do’. I said, ‘That’s OK. 
Whenever you’ve got time’. I 
was in no hurry.” 

Many 1980s artists have 
gone down the nostalgia 
route, opting to play the old

hits and keep the flame alive. But Bryan has travelled in 
a different direction. He’s been deliberately finding new 
things to do so that he remains fresh and relevant to the 
modern idiom. He has no intention of trading on former 
glories and prefers to take photographs, play gigs and 
engage in philanthropic work. 

“I was asked to go the nostalgia route, as you would 
call it, on the last album, Tracks of My Years’, which I was 
reluctant to do. I would literally leave one studio where 
I was recording the covers with David Foster, and go to 
another studio where I was working on the new album 
with Jeff. That gave me the impetus to get through the 
Foster record, because I didn’t enjoy that at all. 

“I did it because my management and record company 
wanted me to. I got into it in the end. And David is a 
brilliant producer — nothing against him. It just wasn’t 
something I really wanted to do. It was funny literally 
leaving one studio thinking ‘ugh’, then going into the 
[next] studio going ‘ah!’ It wasn’t for the ‘ah!’ moments, I 
wouldn’t have gotten through the ‘ugh’ moments.”

Uncovering a different side 
to the beautiful game 


I I914, as a generation of young 
men signed up to serve king and 
country, so too did the women 
who were left behind, as hundreds 
of thousands took on traditional 
male roles previously considered 
too dangerous for women. 

The most familiar image of these 
was the munitions girl, and as the 
female workers formed strong 
bonds on the factory floor, their 
friendships spilled over onto the 
playing fields during their breaks. 

Informal kickabouts became a 
popular pastime, and they were 
encouraged by the factory 
management who deemed them 
good for health, well-being and moral. 

As the war progressed, so did the 
women’s game, and football teams 
emerged from the munitions 
factories. 

Initially, the novelty of women 
playing football was used to raise 
money for war charities, with 
crowds flocking to see the so-called 
‘munitionettes’ take on teams of 
injured soldiers and women from 
other towns and villages. 


The most famous of the wartime 
teams was Dick, Kerr Ladies FC 
from Preston. Founded in 1917, 
their first match drew a crowd of 
10,000, and by 1920, a Boxing Day 
match against St Helen’s Ladies 
was watched by 53,000 spectators 
at Goodison Park, with another 
14,000 locked outside the ground 
trying to get in. 

However, this so-called ‘golden 
era’ of women’s football was to be 
short-lived. 

As the men arrived back from the 
front to take up their old jobs, 
women were expected to return to 
domestic life. 

Then on December 5,1921, the 
Football Association published a 
report that offered three key reasons 
why women’s football matches 
should henceforth be banned from 
taking place on their pitches. 

Firstly, it said that football was 
“quite unsuitable for females.” 

Secondly, there were complaints 
about “the conditions under which 
some of these matches have been 
arranged and played.” 


And finally, the council suggested 
that “an excessive proportion of the 
receipts are absorbed in expenses 
and an inadequate percentage 
devoted to charitable objects.” 

As a result the FA called on clubs 
belonging to the associations “to 
refuse the use of their grounds for 
such matches”, and the subsequent 
ban changed the course of the 
women’s game forever. 

It wasn’t until 1971 that the FA 
finally lifted the ban, in the same 
year UEFA that recommended the 
women’s game should be taken 
under the control of the national 
associations in each country. 

This move signalled the start of a 
female football revival, not only in 
Britain but around the world. 

In this documentary, Clare Balding 
investigates why it has taken the 
current generation 46 years to 
achieve something remotely close 
to the success of the First World 
War footballers. 

She also asks why there continues 
to be a massive gap between 
women’s and men’s football.

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Take it oh so-slow in eco-eden 


SURROUNDED by fjords, forests and fields, 
Oslo is an urban metropolis wrapped in 
nature. 


The Green Party are in power as part of a local 
coalition government, pushing through initiatives 
such as a car-free city centre, improvements in cycle 
highways and public buses powered by biofuel - and 
it’s even been named Green Capital of the World for 


2019. 

If you’re on a mission to go green in Norway’s eco 
Eden, check out Loseter City Farm and Bakehouse. 

Straining their iron necks far beyond the steel 
skyline, a chain of cranes is a reminder of the building 
work under way in Oslo’s Bjorvika bay area. A new 
Munch museum, opera house and library are all on the 
cards for 2020. But amidst the tangle of disused train 
tracks and dual carriageways is a scene more idyllic 
than industrial, with BMWs and Audis occupying the 
same vista as a horse and cart. 

Oslo’s urban farm sits below two iconic concrete 
towers on the edge of the city, where roads are 
superseded by swathes of pine forest. 

As part of the Future Farmers art project helmed 
by American Amy Franceschini, 100 growing boxes 
were given to the community and a city farmer was 
employed to help people learn how to grow (he’s on 
site every Wednesday). “Growing and empathy with 
nature can help the decision-making process,” says 
project organiser Anne Beate Flovind. 

A Bakehouse designed to resemble the hull of a 
Viking ship has rescued ancient grains, providing a 
space for community baking sessions, and there are 
plans to introduce a pig and hens - one day. For more 
information, go to www.loseter.no/en 

Also worth checking out is Restaurant Kontrast. 
No-one likes waste, especially at the dinner table. But 
there’s no risk of leaving any forlorn morsels trailing the 



rims of plates at this one Michelin star restaurant, tucked 
discreetly below an arcade in the city’s trendy Vulkan 
district. Even the distance travelled by ingredients is 
carefully monitored; 80 per cent of the menu is sourced 
from within an hour of Oslo. 

As a result, the six or ten course tasting menu (from 
£88/950 NOK-E135/1450 NOK) is a tour of Norway’s 
finest farms; dishes might include scallops from the 
island of Froya, or skrei, a spawning cod swimming in 
the waters around Lofoten. Chef Mikael Svensson’s 
menu makes use of everything available in the larder - 


so if a pork shoulder slow-cooked for 36 hours appears 
as a main meat dish, don’t be surprised to taste pig lard 
buttered on sides of bread. 

Tongues, brains, stems and stalks all have their place, 
making Kontrast even more innovative than Oslo’s 
high-flying crop of forward-thinking restaurants. If you’re 
teetotal, or want a night off the sauce, try the juice 
flight of cold teas, fruits and herb infusions. Visit www. 
restaurant-kontrast.no 

Another attraction is the Scandic Vulkan Flotel. Flotels 
by their very nature aren’t especially eco-friendly,but 


Scandic Vulkan is attempting to make commendable 
amends by employing green gadgetry, such as solar 
cells and running on geothermal energy. 

This was the first hotel in Norway to be given an 
official Class A energy rating, meaning it uses resources 
extremely efficiently. Each of the 149 rooms features a 
recycling bin for plastics and paper, and bicycles can be 
borrowed for free to explore the local area. Rooms from 
£93 (1000 NOK) per night with breakfast. Visit www.

THE fear of falling into the water - that 
is the hardest part to get over when you 
first learn to canoe. 

Especially if that water is a canal. 

I stepped into the kayak carefully following the pat¬ 
tern of movements my instructor told me to, before 
sliding into the seat. 

That was the first obstacle I had overcome. Now I 
had to stay upright for the next hour or so to remain 
dry. 

I was paddling in a yellow play boat. The kayak, a 
type of canoe, was specifically made so it was hard to 
topple - much to my relief - but the down side is that 
it spun you a lot in circles. 

So that is what I did for most of the remainder 
of the session - spin around - at Gailey Canoe Club 
based in Penkridge. 

Newcomer 

But it was good fun. The warm sun beat down on 
us as we paddled on the water. The setting, a section 
of canal cutting through the countryside, was pictur¬ 
esque and idyllic. 

Being a newcomer to this sport, I was guided by the 
instructors to gain my confidence in the water for this 
first session, which meant gently paddling around in 
a small section of the lake and not travelling very far. 

The more experienced members of the club, some 
of whom take part in serious racing, speed off into the 
distance for an eight-mile circuit. 

I was what the canoe club is looking for - a new re¬

cruit. They are on the lookout for additional members 
to join their ranks. 

Canoeing offers a variety of benefits, says Louise 
Clive, who runs the club alongside her husband John. 

“It helps get you fit, but there is also the social side 
where you get to meet new people and make friends,” 
she said. 

“Especially for the kids, it gets them out of the 
house, away from their games consoles. 

“And it is a great outdoor setting. You get to expe¬ 
rience the countryside and see the wildlife.” 

Another positive aspect of the sport is that it open 
and accessible to all ages - the club’s youngest mem¬ 
ber is eight and the oldest 76. 

The club trains on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Sun¬ 
days. It has around 60 members from children to 
adults. Some take part in canoeing at a leisurely level. 

But the club competes professionally and has up to 
15 paddlers who race for them. 

Gailey compete in a Midlands division and cur¬ 
rently have their eyes set on qualifying for an annual 
national competition, held later this year. 

The top six teams from regional leagues around 
Great Britain qualify for the annual tournament.And 
Gailey look on course to succeed. 

They have one race left to go and are currently fifth 


in the league. There are different types of canoes that 
can be used. Some are designed for racing, which are 
more stream-lined and offer two seats, while others 
are more user friendly, catering for a range of abil¬ 
ities. 

I was in a canoe of that latter category, on the Staf¬ 
fordshire and Worcestershire canal, outside the Croft 
Lane-based club. 

As a newcomer, I found it challenging getting to 
grips with the paddle. 

The paddle is used in a figure of eight motion to 
steer and move. But every time I made a jerky move¬ 
ment and struck the surface hard, I felt like I was 
going off balance and would tip into the water. 

Luckily that didn’t happen, although I had a few 
wobbly moments. 

A second session on another day would see me 
travel a greater distance as I build up my skill and 
confidence, it was said. 

That is how instructors at Gailey teach you from 
the beginning. “You build up to travelling two miles, 
then four miles, and then eight miles,” said Louise. 

Tiresome 

Racing at these distances is tiresome work and 
tests the competitors’ endurance. But Gailey are 
among the best in the country at this. 

Despite being a small club, they have produced pad¬ 
dlers who have competed at international level, with 
some going on to be world champions 

The Gailey club has been in operation since the 
1950s, and for the last three decades have been based 
at their current site. 

A revamp of their clubhouse is under way, thanks 
to backing from the Canal and River Trust. The char¬ 
ity has given Gailey a £1,000 grant, which will pay for 
new showers. The club currently has a social function 
room and changing rooms are also planning to install 
new toilet facilities. 

The revamp was forged as part of the deal with the 
charity, which saw Gailey tasked with the upkeep of 
the club building and the canal which runs outside 
their club, from Gravelly Way Bridge Number 78 to 
Gailey Bridge Number 79.

I know myself I 
can come back stronger and better.” 

First-team goalkeeping coach Gould 
has high hopes for the youngsters at 
the club, but he wants to get as many of 
them out on loan as possible next season.
